Where the Circle May Break 


WO sharp reporters on the Louisville Courier- 

Journal were debating, in last Sunday’s issue 
of that excellent newspaper, whether it would be 
a good idea to legalize and license handbooks. 
Gambling in Louisville has become big news, and 
the Courier-Journal reports its activities as faith- 
fully as it covers the police beat. 

Robert Doty said: “As long as the gambling 
laws remain on the books—-unenforced—hypoc- 
risy, cynicism, corruption or suspicion of corrup- 
tion and a general breakdown in public esteem 
for law will result.” Enforcement has failed; ‘‘a 
gambling-control law might help to return dig- 
nity and justice to local government, as well as a 
sizable dividend of badly needed revenue.” 

Ed Edstrom said legalized gambling usually in- 
creases the evils of organized gambling, which is 
“shot through with fraud and dishonesty.” And: 
“Those who favor licensing gambling places cer- 
tainly would not favor an unlimited number of 
licenses. Who, then, would be favored? ... The 
pressure would be on to increase the number of 
licenses. If that did not succeed, there would be 
constant pressure to take licenses away from 
their holders and give them to persons with more 
influence, either in money, politics or plain force 
of guns.” He could have added that licensing in 
one area would only encourage unlicensed oper- 
ation in adjacent areas. 

These are samples of the difficulties posed by 
the prevalence of handbooks in the United States. 
No matter what solution you reach for, it comes 
to pieces in your hand. You cannot enforce the 
law, because too many people are willing to break 
it, You cannot legalize and license, because of 
the insidious disposition of the gambling  privi- 
lege to spread beyond the limits of the commun- 
ity’s best interests. 

The handbook problem is a closed circle, appar- 
ently impenetrable at all points. You can go 
around the circuit and test it everywhere. The 
handbooks can neither be exterminated nor legal- 
ized. The service which supplies them with infor-

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mation operates underground and persists be- 
cause handbooks persist; destroyed in one form, 
it would carry on in another. The American 
Telephone and Telegraph Company, which leases 
wires for the transmission of information, pro- 
fesses no interest in giving up one of its biggest 
customers. 

The circle is completed by the race tracks them- 
selves, and they operate strictly within the law, 
carefully supervised and thoroughly taxed. They 
would feel much more comfortable with all the 
handbooks in the country closed, but they see no 
way to close them or to cut off their supply of in- 
formation. They are quite positive that licensing 
is not the answer. They do not know the answer. 
They have walked around the circle a good many 
times and have not found it. 

Now the whole American public has begun to 
walk around the circle, searching for the solution 
of a vexing problem. Newspapers from coast to 
coast are reporting what goes on, locally and na- 
tionally, in the handbook industry. There is be- 
ing built up a tremendous feeling of frustration 
and impatience. 

Out of this feeling, in ail probability, will come 
action. What kind of action? In view of the pe- 
culiarly baffling circumstances it is extremely dif- 
ficult to guess what form the attempted remedial 
measures will take. 

But the people of racing should consider it a 
very strong possibility that restrictive measures 
may be invoked against race tracks themselves— 
not because they are the offenders, but simply be- 
cause there appears no way to reach the offend- 
ers directly. It is not enough to reason that this 
would be not only unjust but ineffective, in that 
it would simply transfer the contaminating in- 
fluence of illicit betting to other amateur and 
professional sports. The American people can- 
not be expected to wait for the perfect solution 
before they try something. It is not at all impos- 
sible that, balked at all other points, they may 
crush first the most unmistakably legitimate, fair, 
and productive institution in the system.

Carried 151 Pounds in Latest Victory 


MELBOURNE, September 3 

T IS a pretty safe bet that our champion, Bern- 

borough, a 7-year-old stallion by the Gains- 
borough horse Emborough, will be traveling con- 
tentedly across the Pacific later in the year to 
tackle the best the American tracks can offer. 

A. O. Romano, a native of Corsica and a lead- 
ing night club owner in Sydney, is the owner of 
Bernborough and he has made a public announce- 
ment that Bernborough is to be raced in the 
United States and if he comes up as well as Phar 
Lap (by Night Rain) did in 1932, then I can prom- 
ise that you will see something worth going a 
long way to see. 

Bernborough is a mighty horse and with the 
seale of weights in his favor he will carry a mint 
of Australia money in a race like the Santa 
Anita Handicap. He is a proved weight-for-age 
performer, with all the necessary attributes of 
class, and it is very high class, too. 

We had not seen Bernborough until Saturday 
last at Randwick (Sydney) since he had won the 
Ahern Memorial Handicap with 145 pounds, and 
the Doomben Cup of 11 furlongs, less 22 yards, 
with 151 in June. 

He was produced on Saturday for the Warwick 
Stakes, a weight-for-age race of 7 furlongs, and 
after having been hemmed between two horses 
entering the straight, his huge bulk enabled him 
to push through the block and go on to win by 
inches from Magnificent, a 4-year-old by Ajax. 

The stewards censured Bernborough’s rider, 
A. Mulley, for over-confidence in the last furlong 
of the race. Harry Plant, the trainer, said Bern- 
borough would not blow out a candle and has not 
sweated even under the girth. 

Bernborough really won as he liked and has 
now won 11 races in a row. It is the aim of

Romano for his champion to beat the record suc- 
cession of wins of good horses in this country and 
New Zealand standing to the credit of Gloaming 
(by The Welkin) and Desert Gold (All Black). 

Both Gloaming, which won 57 races, and Desert 
Gold were owned in New Zealand, although 
Gloaming was bred in Victoria. Ajax (by Heroic) 
won 18 races and was beaten half-a-head when 
attempting to draw level with Gloaming and 
Desert Gold. 

The entire spring program of Bernborough is 
still a mystery. He is still in the Caulfield Cup 
(October 19) in which he has 150 pounds, and is

Good Neighbors 
And Good Polo 


Sunday Horses 


ROBABLY this tourist ought to leave polo to 

someone who knows more about it, but the 
international match with Mexico at Meadow 
Brook on the last two Sundays was fun enough to 
deserve a paragraph or two. The war played 
hell with polo, as you’d think, and this was the 
first international match of the post-war period. 
As a contest it left something to be desired, but 
as an exhibition of horsemanship it was very edu- 
cational to anyone who has spent his afternoons 
watching little boys perched precariously on 
horses’ withers. It is no great trick to stay ona 
horse if you keep your mind on it, but in polo you 
have to use a horse as you would use your legs 
in tennis, without thinking about it at all. 

The Mexican team was remarkable to begin 
with in that it was made up of four brothers, 
Gabriel, Guillermo, Alejandro, and José Gracida, 
and a fifth brother is a promising apprentice 
jockey in the New Jersey area. They rode beau- 
tifully, and in the matter of teamwork seemed to 
have a little the edge on the team representing 
the United States. 

This, however, did them little good. They were 
up against a team composed of Mike Phipps, Cecil 
Smith, Stuart Iglehart, and Peter Perkins, all en- 
thusiastic proponents of the hell-for-leather-go- 
to-glory style which Tommy Hitchcock is cred- 
ited with introducing to American polo. Perkins, 
something of a newcomer to international polo, is 
a survivor of the Bataan death march, and he is 
reported to have said “it wasn’t too bad,’ mean- 
ing, I suppose, it wasn’t as rough as the style of 
polo to which he was accustomed. 

Well, the Gracidas would advance the ball 
downfield with a series of six or seven carefully 
integrated shots, and then Iglehart would ride 
over the ball and knock it back where it started 
from. Sooner or later it would wind up 50 or 60 
yards from the United States goal posts and 
Phipps or Smith would rifle it through. The 
first game ended 10 to 4 for the home forces, and 
the Gracidas spent the following week studying 
polo assiduously. Unfortunately for them, they 
improved. On the second Sunday they had added 
a good bit of distance to their game, and they 
evidently worked out a system of penetrating the 
United States defense. After Smith had scored 
one goal, the Mexican team suddenly slammed 
three straight through the posts, in a matter of 
five minutes or so. 

This was definitely the wrong thing to do, or 
at ledst it was the wrong time to do it. Messrs. 
Smith, Phipps, Iglehart, and Perkins, joyfully

scenting a real battle, went to work with such a 
will that the air became slightly filled with polo 
balls and the Mexican team was _ subsequently 
outscored 10 to 1, the final result being 11 to 4. 
This bystander wanted to have the other three 
pulled out, so Iglehart could play a chukker 
against the Gracidas by himself, but it seems 
there was a rule against it. 

Good sportsmanship and 21 goals to 8—a per- 
fect illustration of this tourist’s idea of the Good 
Neighbor policy. 


Saturday Horses 


OR about seven furlongs of the Edgemere 

Handicap it seemed that we had again under- 
estimated Graham Brown’s Seven Hearts, which 
came up here in the fall of 1944 and won the 
Searsdale and Westchester Handicaps while the 
customers were looking for other horses. He had 
the speed to take over early, and he went along 
quite well to the last turn. At that stage, how- 
ever, he got too much of King Dorsett, which is 
as good as anybody’s horse up to about a mile, 
and dropped back to finish fifth. Stymie, which 
actually caught a horse in a half-mile, moved a 
little earlier than usual, and he saved some 
ground coming up. When Seven Hearts stopped 
Stymie was blocked momentarily, but he swung 
out and that was all there was to it. Gallorette 
ran a grand race, but she had to go up on the out- 
side, and maybe can’t give Stymie five pounds by 
the scale. 

In the Cowdin William Helis’ Cosmic Bomb had 
quite a time getting up, but he closed with such 
genuine power as to indicate he is possibly the 
best of the 2-year-olds around here. Colonel O’F 
and Brabancon seemed to have the race between 
them at the furlong-pole, and perhaps if they had 
stayed close together they would have run one- 
two, for Cosmic Bomb was back of Colonel O’F 
and inside Brabancon, and there wasn’t time to 
take back and go out. But the leaders swung a 
little apart, and Cosmic Bomb went through be- 
tween them in a couple of strides, indicating he 
might have won more decisively if he had had 
better position in the stretch. 


The Saddle-Cloth Moved 


ARLIER in the week Shelby Clark’s license 

had been revoked at a hearing growing out 
of the disqualification of Cosmic Bomb in the 
Hopeful, where Clark was charged with grabbing 
Blue Border’s saddle-cloth. A rather damaging 
bit of evidence turned up inadvertently in the 
routine photographs made of Blue Border after 
his two stakes victories. The one after the Grand 
Union was published on the cover of the Septem- 
ber 7 issue of THE BLoop-HorsE; it was normal 
enough. But the one after the Hopeful showed 
the inner fold of the saddle-cloth pulled far out 
of place, with the corner hanging several inches 
below DeLara’s boot. Clark had contended he 


had merely pushed Blue Border off of him in the 
race, but this cloth had got pushed into an odd 
place.

Ontario's Autumn 
Racing Season 


W oodbine Park's Meeting 


TORONTO, September 13 

ORONTO’S autumn racing season, perhaps 

lacking in the color of the King’s Plate of the 
spring, nevertheless has its own color in the beau- 
tiful setting of Woodbine Park. With Lake On- 
tario as the background there’s nothing prettier 
than Woodbine Park on an autumn racing day. 
A visitor to the meeting from over the border 
said, “It’s a grand setting. There are only two 
tracks in North America that surpass it. They 
are Hialeah in Florida and Santa Anita in Cali- 
fornia..” 

Perhaps some other tracks over the border may 
dispute this rating of Woodbine in the beauty of 
landscape. But certainly Woodbine will give them 
all a race. 

Racing here lacks the good horses that grace 
the tracks in the United States. More and more, 
in fact, the situation is being taken over by 
Canadian-breds. And they are doing an excellent 
job of upholding the strength of racing in On- 
tario. There is still plenty of room for improve- 
ment, of course. Higher purses, for one thing, 


would be an inducement for some owners to re- 
But with 


frain from shipping across the line. 
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more breeding farms in the province, there js 
more competition to bring better yearlings to the 
sales and to the races. Each season the strength 
of home-bred competition goes a step higher, both 
in grade and in number. 


A New Stable Wins the Grey 


WO-YEAR-OLDS are given a lot of attention 

in autumn racing in Toronto. On opening day 
at Woodbine Park a field of ten hooked up, and 
these by no means the full quota of the best, for 
the fillies refrained from competition to hold 
themselves for a special race of their own on the 
second day. 

The opener was the Grey Stakes, a traditional 
juvenile classic at Woodbine Park for 37 years, 
Fashioned for 2-year-olds of either Canadian or 
American breeding, there was a time when few 
home-breds won it. But that has changed. There 
are not as many American-bred juveniles around 
as there used to be. 

The Grey of this year saw an exciting contest 
in which only a neck, a head, and a neck sepa- 
rated the first four. The winner was Watch 
Wrack, a son of Teddy Wrack—Strometa, by 
Cudgel, which raced under the colors of the Don 
Earl Stable. 

This combination includes Hon. W. Earle Rowe, 
who was once leader of the Conservative Party 
in the Ontario Legislature and is now a Dominion 
House member at Ottawa from Dufferin-Simcoe 
riding. In his partnership is Col. Don Hogarth, 
well known business man of Toronto and Port 
Arthur. Both are new to the Thoroughbred sport. 
Mr. Rowe, in fact, is only lightly concerned in the 
running game. His principal interest is harness 
racing for he took his 3-year-old Van Riddell to 


The Battleship gelding 
Navigate ran his earn-

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Goshen in August and drove him in the Hamble- 
tonian. 

In this Grey Stakes, Harry Giddings had the 
honor of training the winner, Watch Wrack, and 
owning and training the second horse, Kanlee. 
Thus Harry, who has long been known as one of 
Canada’s outstanding conditioners of horses, has 
two arrows in his bow as he shoots for the other 
juvenile races of 1946 on Toronto tracks. 

Third behind Kanlee in the Grey Stakes came 
Victory Chimes, one which showed little in the 
spring but has developed. He was dropped into 
a $1,750 claiming race earlier in the season and 
taken from G. F. Perry by C. W. Lawson. This 
gelding is by *Quareuil out of Tourbal, by *Tour- 
ist II. 

Fourth in the Grey Stakes was Cythraul, car- 
rying top weight of 122 pounds, which set the 
pace but tired in the last few strides when the 
others moved on him. He still rates high in the 
juvenile division. 


A Filly of High Promise 


N the same afternoon they ran the Autumn 

Handicap, once a high-ranking handicap in 
Woodbine’s racing, but now reduced to only $2,000 
of added money and thus lacking the lucrative ap- 
peal of other years when such as Exterminator, 
Rancher, Hallucination, Edisto, Gaffsman, My 
Dear, Sun Beau and the likes of that ran and 
won. This year the prize went to the Canadian- 
bred North York, when he beat Old Faithful by 
two and a half lengths. Old Faithful, a much 
improved performer this season, had racked up 
five straight wins and so was asked to carry 124 
pounds in this race. 


One of the highlights of the day, though only 
a $1,500 event, the 14%2-mile Middleham Handicap, 
saw Kingarvie, the King’s Plate winner of last 
spring, return to his stamping ground. He just 
romped all the way to win by ten lengths and 
was only four-fifths of a second off the track rec- 
ord for the distance. 


Monday afternoon they put on the first running 
of the Princess Elizabeth, named after the eldest 
daughter of England’s Royal family. With such 
aname of course it was an affair for fillies, two 
years old. It brought out the much discussed 
Casa Camara, black daughter of the Argentine 
sire *Filisteo out of the mare Mintwina, by 
*Traumer or Mint Briar. It would appear that 
Mintwina again has brought up another cham- 
pion, just as she did with Bunty Lawless and 
Willie The Kid, both winners of the King’s Plate. 

Casa Camara had had a Chicago campaign, 
which lacked victories but did pit her against 
good ones to indicate she had class. In the Prin- 
cess Elizabeth she had the services of Herbie 
Lindberg, who had come from New York espec- 
ally to ride the filly. It was just a ride, for 
Casa Camara went on top at the break, never 
looked back, and won by ten lengths at 1 to 3 in 
the wagering. She ran the six furlongs in 1:11%, 
with the half-mile in :4645 and the first quarter 
In :22%5. Selected was in second spot, with 
Lochiel Lass third and Yellowknife fourth. The 
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latter, a winner of three starts in three attempts,. 
failed to show the ability expected of her. But 
she may do better. 

Lindberg had much praise for Casa Camara 
and said he believed she might prove the best 
Canadian-bred filly in many a long day. She’s. 
eligible for all the juvenile events this fall but 
unfortunately they neglected to name her for the 
King’s Plate next spring, which means that owner 
Morrissey, who saw Bunty Lawless win that race 
for him, will not have the chance to see Casa 
Camara do the same. 

Toronto’s racing season in the autumn has been 
lengthened by seven extra days which will go to 
Long Branch, bringing the close of action on the 
Ontario tracks to October 28 instead of the orig- 
inal close of October 21. 


STUD NEWS 
Galbreath Buys Errard 


HE 4-year-old bay Errard, by *Challenger 

II—Ruddy Light, by *Honeywood, has been 
bought by John W. Galbreath of Columbus, Ohio, 
from John Marsch. Errard will stand at Mr. Gal- 
breath’s Darby Dan Farm, near Lexington, along 
with Bless Me. The stallion Best Seller, which 
also has been standing there, will be moved to 
the Galbreath farm near Columbus, Ohio. 

Errard won the Prairie State Stakes and placed 
in the Joliet, Cowdin, and Futurity Stakes at two, 
in 1944. He was injured that fall and did not race 
again until this spring, when he won at Churchill 
Downs and then was shipped to Lincoln Fields at 
Hawthorne, where he defeated Bull Play and His- 
torian in the Crete Handicap. A recurrence of 
the old injury prevented his further racing. 

Mr. Galbreath was represented in the transac- 
tion by Olin Gentry, who has become manager of 
his Thoroughbred horse interests. 


Equestrian Dies 


Equestrian, sire of Stymie and other horses 
bred at Robert J. Kleberg’s King Ranch, in Texas, 
has died at the ranch of sleeping sickness, accord- 
ing to a report from the Atlantic City track, where 
Mr. Kleberg was recently. By Equipoise—Fri- 
lette, by Man o’ War, Equestrian was bred by 
C. V. Whitney, and in eight starts at two and 
three won two races and $1,580. 

He entered the stud at the King Ranch in 1940, 
at the age of four, and in his first crop of foals 
got Stymie, now third on the list of leading Amer- 
ican money winners with earnings of $390,835. 
He was represented by seven winners last year 
and had eight winners to date this year. Stymie 
was his only stakes winner.

Nearco Colt Brings $64,800 


LONDON, September 8 
ONCASTER, at which the long-established 
four-day September fixture is to be revived 
this week, for the first time since 1938, will not 
be available until next year for the annual year- 
ling sales, held before and after racing. Messrs. 
Tattersall therefore held the sale in two straight 
days (also clear days, with no racing) at New- 
market last week. The unchecked return is: 
Lots Offered Sold Average 
279 273 1,941 gns. 

In dollars, at $4.05 to the guinea, the aggregate 
was $2,145,974 and the average $7,861. The high- 
est price realized was that for the Sledmere-bred 
chestnut colt (April 12, 1945) by Nearco out of 
Eleanor Cross (1939), by Hyperion. The next 
dam is Queen Christina, a winner and the dam of 
Orthodox (now at stud) and other winners. The 
trainer, Sam Armstrong, acting on behalf of his 
patron, the Gaekwar of Baroda, gave 16,000 
guineas ($64,800) for him, the under-bidder be- 
ing the Aly Khan. 

Other high-priced yearlings include: Hyperion 
—Cinnamon filly, 8,500 guineas; Fairway—Sly 
Abbess filly, 8,300; Fair Trial—Trustful colt, 
8,200; Big Game—Tasion filly, 7,800; Hyperion— 
Silver Birch colt, 7,600; Blue Peter—Gold Apple 
colt, 7,000; Blue Peter—Sword Knot colt, 6,600; 
Big Game—Merry Vixen filly, 6,500. Merry 
Vixen, dam of the last-mentioned, was bred in the 
United States but is eligible for the General Stud 
Book, being by *Sir Gallahad III out of *Medora 
II, French parentage on both sides. 

Aggregate and averages constituted records, 
ef course, but as my typewriter jibes every time 
it has to spell the symbol, I will not pursue the 
matter. There was a very big crowd in the tiny 
sale ring, in spite of the fact that it rained nearly 
all the time. The majority of the high-priced 
lots—of which 22 realized $21,000 and over—were 
of good quality and there were perhaps a half- 
dozen outstanding individuals. The morning pa- 
pers carried news of the selling on Wall Street, 
of a meat strike, and the usual quota of depress- 
ing items from abroad. This may have kept 
prices down a bit, but on the whole results were 
better than had been anticipated. 

Prices worked out pretty much in accordance 
with the form which I set out in my message of 
August 12. Here and there, as is always the 
case, the form did not prove an exact guide, de- 
partures from expected prices occurring because 
of the physical excellence, or otherwise, of indi- 
vidual colts or fillies; there is always a strong

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element among buyers which takes no account of 
pedigrees and which goes for conformation alone 
an excellent practice when employed by experts, 
The chief point, however, which emerges from 
the whole affair is that the demand remains very 
strong. The general impression is that the mar. 
ket will hold for at least the duration of the cur. 
rent season; this means that the lesser yearlings, 
which will come up on October 1, 2, 3, 4, will prob. 
ably all sell well, according to their grades. The 
only anxieties I see ahead are those of both buy- 
ers and sellers who will be operating at the De 
cember sales. Buyers may find themselves forced 
to pay high prices for broodmares needed to re- 
fresh their studs, while at the same time being 
uncertain whether the foals these mares will pro- 
duce will sell at commensurate prices. Will the 
market hold in 1947 and ’48? Sellers, of course, 
have the same problem in reverse. 


The Syndication of Stallions 


UT the real problem, as I see it, is the in- 

creasing practice of the syndication of stal- 
lions. It is next to impossible, nowadays, in view 
of taxation, for all but a very few stallion owners 
to maintain their stallions at a profit, or to make 
their young horses into stallions without syndi- 
cating them. That is the first thing. 

The effects of syndication, however, work out 
in two different ways. First, young horses of 
doubtful, or only moderate, worth, are liable to 
be syndicated at inflated prices. Breeders conse- 
quently find themselves obliged to come into syn- 
dicates on terms which they know to be well over 
the odds, because they know that if they do not, 
they will be excluded from the good stallions in 
the same management. They are also aware, if 
they themselves should have the good fortune to 
breed a good horse, that they will be cold-shoul- 
dered when their turn arrives to form a syndicate 
unless they have subscribed to the other fellow’s. 

Now, this is all right for the wealthy breeders. 
They can own shares in a dozen syndicates if 
they like, averaging up their good shares with 
the bad ones. But the small men have not a 
chance of getting nominations to the best sires. 
A man, for example, who may have five moderate 
mares and one very good one might normally hope 
to get a nomination for his best mare to a top- 
class stallion. Not at all. If he is not “in the 
swim” he is right out of it. True, he can occa- 
sionally buy a nomination in the open market— 
these are advertised regularly in The Racing Cal- 
endar and elsewhere. But he always pays through 
the nose for it. And remember: the no-foal-no- 
fee system does not operate in this country. 

One might think that the closed shop system 
would operate in favour of those stallion owners 
who have good, second-class sires and who adver- 
tise them at moderate fees. The small breeders 
excluded from the top-class stallions, automatic- 
ally send their mares to the second-class sires—a 
normal and satisfactory procedure. But the trou- 
ble here is that there are too many of these sec- 
ond-class sires. The result is that owners of good 
second-class sires are not filling their books (the 
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Greentree Stable opened the Aqueduct fall meeting with a victory by Coincidence in the Aque- 


duct Handicap. 


advertisements: Full for Season 1947 and ’48, 
are simply not true). So the second-class sires 
are built up, with the slightest pretexts, into top- 
class sires, liable at any moment to acquire syn- 
dication status. 

It is nobody’s fault, so far as I can judge, ex- 
cept that of the Inland Revenue Authority whose 
edicts have created the situation. But I am sure 
you do not wish to read my views on our domes- 
tic financial policy so, for the moment, I will leave 
the subject for current news. 


Foxtrot and Petition 


HE “little season” is petering out and the au- 

tumn season has begun. York, one of our 
best-managed meetings, has had its autumn fix- 
ture, extended over three days. The principal 
event on the first day was the Nunthorpe Stakes, 
of five furlongs. This was won by the Irish 3- 
year-old The Bug, who beat Golden Cloud (5 
years), Como (4), and Royal Charger (4) in 
good style. The Bug received 5 lbs. from his 
older opponents. He is unbeaten this season and 
isa son of Signal Light (by Pharos) out of Fly- 
ing Meteor, by Flying Orb and, with Honeyway, 
is the outstanding sprinter of the season. 

The next important event was the Ebor Handi- 
cap, which resulted:

Petition, once previously beaten, had won the 
New Stakes at Ascot and the Richmond Stakes 
at Goodwood, two of our most important ju- 
venile events. Second and third were defeated 
for the first time, and both are high-class colts. 
It follows that Petition is, at any rate, one of 
our best half-dozen 2-year-olds. Very likely he 
is the best of the lot. He will probably share 
winter favouritism for the Derby with the un- 
beaten Tudor Minstrel. 

He was bred from the brilliant and very suc- 
cessful sire Fair Trial and Art Paper, by Artist’s 
Proof (by Gainsborough) out of Quire, by Fairy 
King. I have discussed the pedigree before, in 
connection with another of Art Paper’s produce, 
Paper Weight. Petition is a well grown, very 
charming colt—a good example, I would say, of 
the Phalaris—Gainsborough cross, which seems 
to produce an endless succession of high-class 
winners. If all goes well with the colt, he should 
win, or go close for, the Two Thousand Guineas 
next year; whether he will stay the Derby course 
remains to be seen. A dry summer next year

The Old Cowhoy 


Mistress of the Mile 


PPARENTLY it was neither accident nor co- 

incidence that Mrs. Frances Keller saddled 
her second winner of the Longacres Mile when 
Amble In stepped the eight furlongs in 1:35 on 
August 25. She won the event in 1940 with Pala 
Squaw, but before that she had taken lessons in 
horsemanship from her father, the late C. B. 
(Cowboy) Irwin. If Cowboy Irwin had not chosen 
otherwise, he could have been a success simply as 
a spectacle, because 425-pound men don’t grow 
on trees, not even on redwood trees. But ranch- 
ing, show business, horse training, and other af- 
fairs engrossed him. He was a pioneer railroad 
promoter in Wyoming, operated two ranches, 
toured with Irwin Brothers Wild West Show, 
raced horses. 

It seems that this latter phase of his activities 
most interested his daughter Frances, but unlike 
her father she trains just a few horses, whereas 
Cowboy usually carried forty or more in his sta- 
ble, ran them frequently and formidably—in 1923 
he led the trainers’ list with 147 winners, and he 
led it again in 1930 with 92. 

After his death in 1934 from injuries received 
in an automobile accident, the Irwin horses were 
taken over by “Silent Tom” Smith, who had been 
plater for the stable, had toured with the Wild 
West show, had soaked up horse sense on the Turf 
and the sawdust circuits. When Smith left to 
take over the stable of C. S. Howard, which later 
became famous because of Seabiscuit, *Kayak II, 
*Sorteado, Mioland, and Smith, there was uncer- 
tainty in the Irwin family about choosing his suc- 
cessor. 

“Frances, you take the horses,” advised Smith. 
“You can train them as well as anybody.” So the 
girl who had been a university student, paymas- 
ter for a Wild West show, and equestrienne (she 
once rode a horse into the Waldorf-Astoria) be- 
came a trainer of Thoroughbreds. Her first ma- 
jor success was in the Mile of 1940, which she 
won with the Rosebriar Stable’s Pala Squaw. 
Then followed victory with the K. and L. Stable’s 
Amble In, which set a new record for the West 
Coast in running one of the fastest miles of the 
year. The Cowboy is casting a long shadow. 


Stymie's Saratoga Cup 


_ the chart of the Saratoga Cup showed 
that Stymie’s reward for walking over was 
only $5,975, this accountant got busy and proved 
to his own dissatisfaction that Mrs. Ethel Jacobs’ 
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horse was short-changed a matter of $10,000 or 
so, on the basis of 26 nomination fees at $50 each, 
plus $15,000 in added money, and so on. 

As invariably happens when he grapples with 
arithmetic, he came off an undistinguished second, 
to wit, as explained by Bob Kelley of the New 
York Racing Associations Service Bureau: Take 
$15,000 in added money, plus $1,300 in nomina- 
tion fees, plus $150 in starting fees (which was 
as far as I had got), and subtract $5,250 in sec- 
ond, third and fourth monies, and one-half the re- 
mainder as prescribed by a ground rule for walk- 
overs, and $200 for Stymie’s nomination and 
starting fees, and the net is $6,125. Since the 
Racing Form always deducts the starting fee in 
figuring the net earnings in a race, the figure of 
$5,975 thus stands up. 


Gallant Harry 


HERE was quite some excitement at Lexing- 

ton last week over the arrival of Gallant Bess, 
star of the M.G.M. movie of the same name, 
which is having its world premiere here. As part 
of the buildup, a party was given for Bess at 
Henry Knight’s Almahurst Farm, at which the 
“horse with the human mind” was introduced to 
Easy Mon, among other central Kentucky celebri- 
ties. 

In case you see Gallant Bess on the screen and 
are curious as to her background, Owner-Trainer 
Joe Atkinson explains that his prodigy is “by a 
Steeldust horse out of a Morgan mare, was foaled 
in the Florida Everglades, and sold for $30 as a 
yearling.” 

But it was no puzzle to horsemen at the party 
that Easy Mon and Gallant Bess rubbed noses 
only perfunctorily upon being introduced, there- 
after showed a marked disinterest in each other.

A Distinguished National Record 


RoME, August 10 

HERE is something definitely demonstrated 

about sires of foreign blood, but bred and 
raced in Italy: that they improve the quality of 
their bloodlines as soon as they are taken abroad 
at the stud. 

We generally attribute this to the climate, the 
sun, the quality of the pastures, to what we call 
the “nature of the place,” that is, to the elements 
which are likely to modify the individual in re- 
spect to the general trend of the species. 

Here in Italy we have bred the best Pharos 
(Nearco), the best Sardanapale (Apelle), the 
best *Teddy (Ortello), the best Papyrus (San- 
zio), the best *Blenheim II (Donatello II), the 
best Manna (Archidamia), the best Coronach 
(Niccolo dell’Areca), the best Oleander (Orsen- 
igo), ete.

Purchases of Italian sires for foreign countries 
have a long and somewhat glorious tradition. We 
started selling Cima da Conegliano, 1923 Derby 
winner, to the Russians. In 1925 Giambologna 


(*Prince Palatine out of Gianpietrina, by Sig- 
norino), was exported to Belgium. In _ 1926 
Appelle took the way of England, where he sired 
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the Grand Prix de Paris winner Cappiello. Gos- 
saert was sold to Greece, Crapom to Germany, 
Brueghel (Pharos out of Bunworry, by Great 
Sport) to Australia, Donatello, Nearco, and Bis- 
tolfi to England, ete. At present Italian breed- 
ers are dealing for the export of Niccolo dell’Arca 
and El Greco, who have been requested abroad, 
but probably the export permission will be 
granted by the government only to the latter, as 
Niccolo dell’Arca is one of the few top-class sires 
left to Italy after the looting of the war. 

It was, however, surprising for us to hear, a 
few days ago, that Ortello would be sold to the 
United States, and would go to the stud in Cali- 
fornia. The news was published by the racing 
papers, but it seems that the business was later 
delayed for lack of agreement on the price, or 
rather because the confirmation telegram from 
the United States did not reach Italy in time. 

The source of the surprise was of course dif- 
ferent for the common race-goers and for the ex- 
perts. he former found it unusual that a for- 
eign country wanted a 20-year-old sire, in the de- 
clining period of his career; the latter wondered 
why should the U. S., which has plenty of sires of 
the *Teddy male line, buy another one abroad.

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Paris, beating two racers like *Kantar (French) 
and Oleander (German). Next year he tried the 
Gold Cup at Ascot, but broke down before the 
race, and his second attempt in the Prix de l’Are 
de Triomphe resulted in a failure, after which 
he entered the stud of his owner, Mr. Giuseppe 
de Montel, one of the outstanding breeders in 
this country (died in 1944) and responsible for 
having imported from France the great sire 
Havresac II. 

First crop of Ortello appeared on the tracks 
in 1934, and since then the chestnut by *Teddy 
has been by far the best sire in Italy, at least up 
to 1944. He has produced very good racers of 
both sexes, although most prevalently males, and 
we might name among them Ugolino da Siena 
(1935 Derby winner, out of Duet); Fiume and 
Milazzo, classic winners; Vezzano (out of Vol- 
age), 1939 winner of the Derby, the Gran Premio 
di Milano, and the Grand International d’Os- 
tende; Moroni and Sirte, classic winners; Zucca- 
rello, the only horse ever to match Niccolo dell’ 
Area at three; Scire, classic winner; Galgalo, 
Macherio, Torbido (1944 Derby winner); and 
also the French horse Actor, second to Clairvoy- 
ant in the Prix du Jockey Club, and the German 
Derby winner Allgau. 

There are, nevertheless, two points to be fur- 
ther explained. First, Ortello has been the best 
chiefly because in the said period there was no 
other top sire you could rely on for the production 
of good horses. All the best Italian racers of 
those years who are not by Ortello are, in fact, 
by foreign sires, as we have seen above. This 
crisis of sires is still widespread in Italy. Second, 
although the sons of Ortello have the qualities re- 
quired in a good race horse, they lack, sensibly 
enough, what we might call “individuality.” 

Ortello himself was not a very brilliant horse. 
He was a fine-built chestnut, well muscled, and 
with a “cold temper” which caused him, as in the 
finish of the Gran Premio di Milano, to be 
reached and matched by a horse like Pineau, who 
was far from having his class. Only the ability 
of Caprioli could save the race for Ortello, and 
yet Caprioli was later criticized for his way of 
leading his mount in the stretch. In other words, 
Ortello was not provided with the sprinting power 
that has made famous other top horses like Dona- 
tello II and Orsenigo. 


The sons of Ortello, who have generally inher- 
ited this characteristic, are, therefore, good 
horses only when they have a “racing class” com- 
parable to that of their sire. This has happened 
when Ortello has been bred to mares from female 
lines well above the average. Vezzano, perhaps 
his most racing-like son, is out of Volage, who 
goes back to the French mare Venus II and sel- 
dom has failed a product; Moroni is out of Mar- 
atta Faustina, out of Fausta, out of Madree, this 
being the second or third best female line in 
Italy; Sirte, Torbido, and others are also trace- 
able to excellent female origin. 

The same assumption can be made for all fillies 
and mares by Ortello. Only one of them, in ten 
years, has been able to win a classic, and she is 
Nervesa, Oaks winner in 1944, who is out of 
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Nogara, the dam of Nearco, which explains al- 
most everything. One other has been able to pre- 
vail in a great weight-for-age race, and she is 
Eia, out of Egna, out of Erba, this latter being 
one of the best fillies ever to race in Italy. Erba 
has been the great rival of Delleana, top staying 
racer and dam of Donatello II. 

We have a way of judging some male lines, 
over here, that might look too simple. We say, 
for instance, and we say it in Italy as well as in 
France, that the descendants of *Teddy, as well 
as of the Hurry On male line, are “lazy” in the 
finish. The French have sometimes used the word 
“promenade,” to indicate the way of coming out 
in the stretch as opposite to “rush,” or something 
like that. This judgment, however, is supported 
by experience and by direct observation of horses 
on the track for many years. The reason why 
we still make much of both the *Teddy and the 
Hurry On lines is that the *Teddy horses have a 
good average racing class, and the Hurry Ons 
have a good average staying ability. This is con- 
firmed by recent results of classics in Europe, 
where Airborne, grandson of Hurry On, has been 
the only one to survive the muddy mile-and-a- 
half course at Epsom, and Gladiolo (whose dam 
is by *Teddy) and Caracalla (whose dam is by 
Astérus) have proven themselves the best 3- and 
4-year-old racers of this continent in 1946. 

In this country we are now practically without 
exceptional sires, if you except Niccolo dell’Arca 
and Orsenigo, who have, so far, covered far less 
mares than they can afford, both being reserved 
for the studs of their owners, Mr. Tesio and Razza 
San Giuseppe (stable-name of the heirs of Mr. 
De Montel). Racing authorities are trying to do 
something in order to get part of the services of 
these two sires for selected mares of other studs,

RIO DE JANEIRO, September 6 

HE Clasico General Pueyrredon, at 4,000 

meters (about 2% miles) the longest and one 
of the most important races of the Argentine 
Turf, was run August 11 at San Isidro, with the 
champion Ensueno missing from the field because 
his owners still await the final result of the stimu- 
lation case of which he is the center. His absence 
encouraged a small field of very good horses, and 
in a surprising result La Giralda Stable’s beauti- 
ful mare Half Crown, ridden by Ireneo Legui- 
samo, won by a neck from Retintin, with Cololo 
a head farther back. 

Fourth was the favorite, Churrinche, Argen- 
tina’s top stayer until he was displaced by the 
sensational exploits of Ensueno, and fifth and last 
was Uruguay’s best stayer, Cantaro, owned by 
the Brazilian Seabra Stable.

This writer previously had expressed doubts of 
Remo’s stamina, and still holds to the belief that 
he lost because of this deficiency. However, the 
prevailing opinion in Argentina appears to be 
that he did not run his best race, and two days 
after the race it was stated that he was “feeling 
his feet.” 

Seductor, which is now the new favorite for 
the Nacional, is owned by Jose Buarque de Ma- 
cedo, of Rio de Janeiro, and trained by the well 
known Juan Lapistoy. It was the sixth G. P. 
Jockey Club victory for Leguisamo and the sec- 
ond for the sire Full Sail, whose son Filon won in 
1943. 


Nina Bruja, which had dead-heated with Miss 
Alesia in the classic Polla de Potrancas at Pal- 
ermo, won the La Plata Polla de Potrancas Au- 
gust 24, at Argentina’s third most important 
track. She is a daughter of Congreve’s best son 
Embrujo out of Nigua, by Songe. Nina Bruja 
had first gained top ranking by beating *Grillete, 
which has since been exported to the United 
States, then was beaten a head by Miss Alesia in 
the Clasico Luis Maria Campost, and then dead- 
heated Miss Alesia in the Polla de Potrancas. In 
the Polla at La Plata she had a difficult time 
catching the Seabra Stable’s Hurona, a daughter 
of Hunter’s Moon, which has sired several top- 
class mares. 

At Palermo August 24 a 1,000-meter (five-fur- 
long) race was won by the high-class Fortuna, 
sister to the noted Filon. Two days later it was 
announced that she had been sold by her Brazil- 
ian owner, José Buarque de Macedo, to the Chap- 
admalal Stud for 30,000 pesos, the same price as 
was paid for her as a yearling. 

Next day at Palermo Argentina’s No. 2 sprint- 
er Solano (No. 1 being Rey el Bosque, providing 
Ensueno sticks to the longer races), the only 
horse which has beaten Ensueno, was favorite for 
for the five-furlong Clasico Maipu, but was beaten 
a neck by the hitherto undistinguished Envion, a 
son of the formidable British Empire out of 
Hervine, by Hunter’s Moon. On August 30 En- 
vion won again, carrying 129.8 pounds in the Pibe 
Handicap at Palermo. 

Irancy, a daughter of Master Vere and Iras- 
cible, by Re-echo, owned by F. de Alzaga Unzué, 
scored a brilliant victory in the five-furlong Clas- 
ico Arenales, for fillies and mares, at San Isidro 
August 30, beating Enjeu and Barloa, two other 
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top-class sprinters, and Michunga, which can beat 
them all at a distance. 


A "Double Swynford" in Uruguay 


REQUENT changes in the apparent leader- 

ship among 3-year-olds in Uruguay have sug- 
gested to horsemen that this year’s colts are not 
an especially good crop. In succession Farouche, 
Comando, Combativo, and Meteor rose to the top. 
Meteor gained his rank through his victory in 
the Polla de Potrillos, or Two Thousand Guineas 
equivalent. 

The Gran Premio Jockey Club, run at Maronas 
September 1 over a distance of 2,000 meters 
(about 1% miles), brought still another. Two 
furlongs from home La Protesta Stable’s Ben- 
hadar took the lead, moved out three lengths 
ahead of his field, and then stood off the late rush 
of Cervantes to win by three-quarters of a length 
in 2:02%5. Bar le Duc, the favorite, was third, 
two lengths back, and Last Son fourth. Farouche, 
unbeaten but without victories over the recent 
leaders to his credit, was second choice and suf- 
fered his first defeat. Others in the field were 
Sir Coty, Parnaso, and Pitagoras. 

The winner, previously a maiden, has improved, 
of course, and may be a genuinely good one. His 
final ranking, however, must await the test of his 
class against Meteor, Comando, Perico Carioca, 
Combative, and Enterprise. His English-bred 
sire is of the very successful family represented 
in the United States by *Mahmoud. His pedigree 
shows a curious inbreeding on Swynford.

Goyo Wins Brazil's St. Leger 


T was expected that the Grande Premio Dis- 

trito Federal, Brazil’s St. Leger equivalent, 
run at Gavea race course, Rio, on August 25 over 
a distance of 3,000 meters (about 1% miles), 
would bring about a meeting between the brilliant 
Goyo and Bonitao, which had beaten him by a 
head in the Brazilian Derby. Bonitao, however, 
was scratched from the Distrito Federal after his 
very bad race in the Grande Premio Brasil, our 
principal race, and only three colts opposed Goyo 
in the Distrito Federal, which was worth $150,000 
cruzeiros ($8,115) to the winner. 

An odds-on favorite, Goyo won as he pleased, 
by four lengths. Tauda, after a sustained chal- 
lenge, took second place from Iraty II by a head. 
Bacharel, the other starter, was well beaten. The

If he were not afflicted with an unsoundness of 
the wind I should guess that no horse in this coun- 
try, and probably none in South America, could 
beat him. Even so, he appears the best horse in 
training here up to a mile and a half. He was 
the best of his year at two, and at three has won 
the Premio Outono (Guineas equivalent), lost the 
Derby by a head, and won by important Grande 
Premio Dezesseis de Julho, beating the Uru- 
guayan champion Miron and the Argentine crack 
Zorro. 

Nelson Seabra, when he imported Zorro from 
Argentina, expected him to top the veteran di- 
vision in this country. But in his first three Bra- 
zilian starts, all in distance races, he was second 
to Goyo in the Dezesseis de Julho, second to Miron 
in the Grande Premio Brasil, our leading race, 
and third to Eldorado and Typhoon in the Douton 
Frontin. 

He made his fourth try in the Grande Premio 
Jockey Club Brasileiro of 3,200 meters (nearly 
two miles), worth 200,000 cruzeiros (about 
$10,820), at Gavea September 1. To ride him 
this time the Chilean jockey F. Irigoyen had 
been called from Buenos Aires. He won by more 
than two lengths, with Trick second, Typhoon 
third, Eldorado fourth, Lord fifth.

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The good old mare Argentina, daughter of Rico, 
has been running lately under weights which 
would amaze North Americans. At Gavea Au- 
gust 11 she tried for the 1,600-meter (nearly one 
mile) Classico Raphael de Barros under 140.8 
pounds but was beaten three-quarters of a length 
by the good mare Finesse. (Finesse is a 5-year- 
old daughter of the leading sire Formasterus and 
the noted stakes-winning mare Saphinha, by 
Trinidad.) In the Grande Premio Duque de 
Caxias of 2,000 meters (about 1144 miles) at 
Gavea August 25 Argentina took up 138.6 pounds 
and won by a neck from Galhardia (110), with 
Finesse third. Unplaced was Maracanan (138.6), 
winner of the Diana, our best race for fillies and 
mares. In 1944 Argentina won a stakes race at 
Gavea under 145.2 pounds. 


One of the five most important races for juve- 
niles in Brazil is the Grande Premio Ipiranga, 
1,609 meters (one mile). The Paula Machado en- 
try of Heliaco and Halcyon finished first and sec- 
ond by easy margins. Heliaco is a full brother to 
the good mare Finesse. Their dam, Saphinha, was 
a top stakes winner in her year and was out of 
Sapho, another good stakes winner. Heliaco is 
undoubtedly a very good colt. However, I rate 
him inferior to Holkar, a colt by Santarem (by 
the North American-bred Novelty) also bred and 
owned by the Paula Machado family. 


General News 


NOTHER important center of yearling sales 
will appear this year at Sao Paulo, Brazil’s 
principal breeding center. The best studs former- 
ly made it a practice to sell at the Gavea sales, at 
Rio de Janeiro. 


The sales in Argentina, to be held as usual at 
Palermo by Adolfo Bullrich and Company, will 
begin October 7, and probably will start on a 
high note, as the consignor of the first day is El 
Pelado Stud, offering yearlings (actually 2-year- 
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olds) by British Empire and Badruddin.

Guaratiba, winner this year of the Brazilian 
counterparts of the English One Thousand 
Guineas and Oaks, has been retired to the stud 
because of lameness, with the reservation that 
another attempt may be made to train her. With 
her retirement the filly and mare division is dom- 
inated by Coraly, Argentina, and Maracanan. 

There is news from Argentina to the effect that 
Retintin and Guapo are to be sold to North Amer- 
ica. Guapo is a good winner. Retintin is one of 
the better veterans now in action. He has won 
several handicaps this year, besides finishing sec- 
ond to Half Crown in the Pueyrredon, Argen- 
tina’s longest race. 

Leading sire in Brazil this year to date is For- 
masterus (by Asterus, by *Teddy), whose get 
have won 1,696,000 cruzeiros ($91,753). Others, 
in order, are Cartaginés (by Murmullo, by San 
Jorge), Santarem (by Novelty, by Kingston), 
Maranta (by Solario, by Gainsborough), Tinto- 
retto (by Solario). 

EWS from Argentina informed us that it was 

impossible to prove that Ensueno was stimu- 
lated when he won the Clasico Chacabuco. The 
sensational case had, thus, a calm end. The chem- 
ical analysis found something wrong in the cham- 
pion’s saliva, but there was no proof it was stim- 
ulation, nor was it established which chemical 
product was found. Meanwhile the Upper Cut 
Stable, whose boss is Martin Duhau, of Buenos 
Aires, resolved to take all his horses, including 
Ensueno, and Punjab, now in Rio de Janeiro 
waiting shipment to Buenos Aires, from Alfonso 
Salvati. The latter, after sailing from Rio to 
Buenos Aires, cleared things out with the Argen- 
tine Jockey Club and was again permitted to 
take care of horses. Said Salvati: “They found 
not in Ensueno’s saliva any alkaloid reactions, 
and thus I am no more suspected concerning the 
ways I employ in the training of horses.” 

Incidentally Retintin, second in the Pueyrredon, 
scarcely beaten by Half Crown, was one of the 
horses taken from Alfonso Salvati by the Upper 
Cut Stable. He ran as well as before in the hands 
of famous Juan Lapistoy, his new trainer, and 
this appears to confirm that the formidable im- 
provements of horses in the hands of Salvati were 
not indebted to stimulation. On the other hand, 
Lapistoy reports that Ensueno is doing well in 
his works for the coming Gran Premio de Honor. 

The Sao Paulo Jockey Club has chosen Septem- 
ber 14 to begin its 1945 sales of yearlings. For 
the first time Sao Paulo, the biggest breeding 
state in Brazil, will hold a big sale. A grand 
success is expected. 

José Buarque de Macedo, important Brazilian 
owner, whose colors are represented this year by 
several stakes winners in three countries (Brazil, 
Argentina, and Uruguay), announced the retire- 
ment of two of his very good stakes-winning 
mares, both running at Gavea, Rio de Janeiro, and 
the shipping of them to Argentina, where they 
will be mated with Filon.

Now it is “international 
breeding” which develops in South America. 

Buarque de Macedo announced also he will ship 
his grey horse Irara to Uruguay. ITrara was a 
top juvenile in Uruguay in 1943 and a very good 
stakes horse in early 1944. Then he came to 
Brazil, where he never won a race. Mr. Macedo 
recalled that Latigo came last year to Brazil, 
failed to win, returned to Uruguay and won 
stakes again. Recalled also that Cantaro, top 
stakes winner in Uruguay, came to Brazil, won 
two stakes, failed several times, won a minor 
stakes and was shipped again to Uruguay, where 
he gained the status of a champion weight-for-age 
contender. Maybe the veterans’ form in Uruguay 
is lower than in Brazil. In fact, I am sure it is. 
Let’s see, however, Irara’s coming campaign in 
Uruguay.

In the Saratoga Cup of August 31 Stymie 
walked alone, picked up $6,125 during his saun- 
ter (the chart said $5,975, which did not include 
the starting fee that was returned to the winner). 
In the Edgemere Handicap he was accompanied 
by seven others, but he had a clear 11%-length ad- 
vantage at the finish over Gallorette, which has 
been one of his most formidable rivals this year. 

The race followed the usual pattern, Stymie 
rushing up in the stretch to take the lead, but 
Basil James kept him closer to the pace than or- 
dinarily and he had less ground to make up than 
in some previous races. Gallorette also stayed up 
close early in the race but lost yardage in moving 
to the outside before making her run. King Dor- 
sett dogged the pace-setting Seven Hearts, took 
the lead in the stretch but could not withstand 
Stymie and Gallorette. Gallorette was giving 
Stymie five pounds by the scale. 


The $19,750 earned by Stymie added a little 
more gold leaf to his record. He now has started 
91 times, has been 21 times first, 22 times second, 
and 22 times third, is in third place on the list of 
leading American money winners with earnings 
of $390,985. He had accounted for the Grey Lag 
Handicap, the Whitney Stakes, and the Saratoga 
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Cup prior to the Edgemere, had placed in seven 
other stakes this season.

Preliminary stories on the Jersey Handicap 
were concerned mainly with Assault, the Triple 
Crown winner, and The Dude, Mighty Story, and 
Rippey which had defeated him in previous meet- 
ings. The Jersey offered, it appeared, a grand 
opportunity for the King Ranch colt to get back 
into winning stride after two successive defeats, 
and even the score with those which had defeated 
him in the Derby Trial, the Arlington Classic, and 
the Discovery Handicap. 

Rippey didn’t train up to expectations and was 
withdrawn, and Assault easily ran off from The 
Dude and Mighty Story, but the “x” in the Jer- 
sey woodpile was Mahout, Mrs. Walter M. Jef- 
fords’ good colt which ran a faultless race under 
a first-class ride and became the fourth to take 
the measure of Assault this season. 

Assault, carrying scale weight of 126 pounds, 
was unhurried in the early furlongs as Air Rate 
took the lead and ran three-quarters in :23%, 
:47%5, 1:12%. His closest competitor was Look- 
out Dice. At the top of the stretch these two were 
finished as Assault moved up and took the lead at 
the sixteenth-pole. 

But a lot of the race remained to be run. Wayne 
Wright, knowing that Mahout was not equal to 
keeping up with the pace, had let his mount run

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through the field as he picked up speed, had him 
at Assault’s throatlatch when the King Ranch 
colt moved to the front. Throughout the last 
eighth the issue was between the two of them, 
and Mahout, with an advantage of 12 pounds, 
pulled out to win by half a length in 1:49%, with- 
in one-fifth of the track record. Blue Yonder 
was third by three lengths after a game drive, 
pulled up lame. Mighty Story was an unspectac- 
ular fourth, and The Dude was last the greater 
part of the way. 

Mahout’s victory netted his owned $24,200, in- 
creased the total earnings of Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
Jeffords to $229,700 on stakes races alone this 
season. For the fourth time since 1935, the Jef- 
fords stable will be among the top 30 leading 
winners of the country, principally off the accom- 
plishments of Mahout and Natchez, which run in 
the ownership of Mrs. Jeffords, and Pavot, which 
races for her husband. 

Mahout now has won the Jersey and Peter Pan 
Handicaps this year, has been second in the Dia- 
mond State, Choice, Whitney, and Travers Stakes 
and the Discovery Handicap, has earned $60,950 
on the season. In ten starts this year he has won 
three races, finished second five times, and third 
twice. All told he has started 24 times, won five 
races, finished second seven times, and third three 
times, earned $67,430. His pedigree and family 
particulars appeared in THE BLoop-HoRSE of 
June 1, page 1265. 

For the Jeffords account this year Natchez has 
won the Kent and Travers Stakes, placed in four 
others, for earnings of more than $80,000, and 
Pavot has won the Sussex and Massachusetts 
Handicap and the Wilson Stakes, placed in an- 
other stakes, earned more than $86,000.

Not all the leading 2-year-olds came out for 
the Cowdin Stakes, but enough of them were on 
hand to make the race one of the year’s most im- 
portant tests.

There was a division of interest among the 
leading handicap horses on September 14.

Coaraze Wins Prix de St. Cloud 


Paris, August 1 
URING the month of July, after the great 
events of June, racing enters a much quieter 
mood. Although we have races every day they 
only attract second-rate performers who find some 
compensation for their failures during their 
spring season. In August, summer meetings are 
held at Vichy and above all at Deauville, the fa- 
mous seaside resort. 

In the meantime there are a few good races, 
very useful for classification. For instance, the 
Grand Prix de St. Cloud is very interesting for it 
is the first important race at weight-for-age for 
3-year-olds and up. 

This year the race was not expected to bring 
thrills, and it actually turned out to be a mere 
joke. No 3-year-old was thought good enough to 
start, then the good 6-year-old Seer, finding the 
going too hard, scratched, leaving three horses 
only. They were Marcel Boussac’s cracks, Ardan

and Coaraze, and the very good Basileus. The lat- 
ter was not in good condition and having run so 
often needed rest. He could only compete for the 
third place. Ardan should have won easily, but 
this is what happened: He took a flying start and 
led during the whole race by three lengths before 
Basileus, and a little more than a hundred yards 
before the wire Coaraze overtook Basileus and 
came alongside Ardan, who galloped well within 
himself. His jockey did not want to give his 
mount an unnecessary effort and left the benefit 
of the victory to Coaraze. 

Thus this nice race (800,000 francs) had no 
meaning at all, Ardan being by far the best of the 
three horses was robbed of the victory by the 
foolishness of Coaraze’s jockey. In any case it 
allows this latter to write his name on the rec- 
ords of this classic race ten years after his fa- 
mous dam, Corrida, had won it. 

The Prix Eugéne Adam is a race with weight 
allowances opened to 3-year-olds and often the 
losers of the main events take there a revenge 
against previous ill luck. This was the case for 
Goyama, owned by Mr. Boussac. This colt was 
at two considered as the second-best, with Prince 
Chevalier, to Nirgal. This year he had finished 
eighth in the Two Thousand Guineas after a 
crossing that had surely affected him, and he had 
not run since. Consequently he was carrying a 
favourable weight and he won easily before Fast 
Soap and Revigny. The winner of the French 
Two Thousand Guineas, who was overweighted, 
was unplaced. On the same day in Belgium three

Offers Surplus 


Including Some Problem Cases 


NDER date of September 11 Col. Fred L. 

Hamilton, chief of the Remount Service of 
the Army, sent out a memorandum addressed to 
the attention of “all horsemen.” It read: 


The Remount Service is overstocked with 
breeding stock. Due to extensive importa- 
tions from Europe, together with the limited 
issues to troops during and since the war, and 
in the interest of economy, we find it neces- 
sary to dispose of some two hundred (200) 
head of mares. stallions, and young horses of 
all ages. Public auctions will be held at the 
Remount Depots at Fort Reno, Okla., Fort 
Robinson, Neb., and Front Royal, Va., some 
time in October—dates to be announced lat- 
This is not a sale of War Surplus, and it is 
definitely not a sale of unserviceable and con- 
demned Army horses. These are useful horses 
from our Depot breeding that are being sold 
with reluctance and only because of the de- 
crease in use of horses by our Army.

It will be preceded, in the morn- 
ing, by a showing of the additional shipment of 
horses brought by the Remount from Germany 
last month. The sale, which will begin at 1 p. m., 
will include 130 Thoroughbreds, of which 29 will 
be sold only with certificates of origin and data 
concerning their breeding. 

In this group will be the stallion Taj Akbar 
(Fairway—Taj Shirin, by Gainsborough), a pow- 
erfully made stallion which finished second to his 
stablemate *Mahmoud in the 1936 English Derby. 

About a hundred American-bred horses will be 
included in the sale, with broodmares, weanlings, 
and yearlings among them. The mares will be 
either in foal or certified by Col. Floyd C. Sager 
in sound breeding condition. 

To date the Remount has been unsuccessful in 
obtaining from The Jockey Club either official 
acceptance of the Thoroughbreds imported from 
Germany or a definite statement of reasons for 
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refusal. The current presumption is that regis. 
tration in the American Stud Book will be re. 
fused. The problem may be aggravated by the 
fact that after the Front Royal sale a number of 
potentially valuable Thoroughbreds will be in 
the hands of private owners some of whom may 
be tempted to explore the legal aspects of the 
situation. 

In general the Army will be selling tall, rangy, 
racy types of horses, some of which are the natur- 
al product of its breeding program. It will re- 
tain the smaller, more compact types of greater 
military usefulness. 

Doe Bond, of Versailles, Ky., will be the auc- 
tioneer, and the sale will be under the manage. 
ment of Col. Marion I. Voorhes, commanding of- 
ficer at the Front Royal depot, from whom cata- 
logues may be obtained shortly.

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MEN OF THE YEAR 


URING the war years, the New York Turf 

Writers’ Association forewent its practice 
of giving dinners at which Turf figures were 
singled out for their contributions to racing, but 
the group took up the slack at a dinner at Sara- 
toga Springs on August 22. Honored were the 
following for their over-all contributions: Her- 
bert Bayard Swope, for his activities as chairman 
of the New York State Racing Commission in 
1941; Alfred G. Vanderbilt, for improvements in. 
stalled at Belmont Park in 1942, when he was 
president of the Westchester Racing Association; 
Lincoln Plaut, director of field operations for the 
Daily Racing Form, for his work in aiding rac- 
ing’s war relief program; Henry A. Parr, III, for 
his accomplishments toward organizing the Thor- 
oughbred Racing Associations of the United 
States, Inc., in 1944; and John B. Campbell, rac- 
ing secretary and handicapper at the New York 
tracks, for encouraging distance racing, increas- 
ing stakes values, and generally improving the 
lot of horsemen, in 1945. 

Honors in the breeding field went to Warren 
Wright, for the success of his Calumet Farm sta- 
ble in 1941, when Whirlaway was racing, and for 
the development of Twilight Tear and other fil- 
lies in 1944. For 1942 Mrs. John D. Hertz was 
selected as the breeder of Count Fleet, and for 
1943 George D. Widener was named for the gen- 
eral excellence of his home-bred racing’ stock. 
Louis B. Mayer’s success in breeding top-class 
horses in California, and in buying good horses 
for eventual retirement to the breeding paddock, 
gained the award for 1945. 


Trainers selected for distinction were George 
W. Carroll, who trained Market Wise in 1941; 
John Gaver, of the Greentree Stable, and Ben 
Jones, of Calumet Farm, in 1942; W. F. Mulhol- 
land, trainer of the George D. Widener horses, 
for 1943; J. W. (Jimmy) Smith, who developed 
Busher as a two-year-old, in 1944; and George M. 
Odom, who trained her for Mr. Mayer in 1945. 

Jockeys nominated as leaders during the vari- 
ous years were Alfred Robertson, 1941; the late 
George Woolf, 1942; Ted Atkinson, 1943; Eddie 
Arcaro, 1944; and Job Dean Jessop, 1945.
